Passenger 
station improvements attract people 
and freight yards and stations drive 
them away. 

“For this and other good reagons 
the assumed value of railroad property 
to be sold and air rights to be leased 
have been found upon careful analysis 
to be more than twice too high, and 
the estimated cost of improvements, 
using present unit prices, is only one 
half large enough: so that the alleged 
profit of $43,000,000 becomes an outgo 
of more than that amount,’an error in 
this estimate of financial results of 
$90,000,000. 

Would Mean a Loss. 

“ Furthermore, a feature of this re 
port, apparently made upon assump- || 
tions unchecked by a careful scrutiny |! 
of the available facts, is the recom-

$82,600 ASKED TO 
KEEP U.S. EYE ON | 
OYSTERINDUSTRY 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21—{Spe 
cial.}—To enable the bureau of fisher- 


les and federal public health service to 
expand their work of supervising the 
oyster industry, with a vier to pro 
tection of the public health, Gen. Her- 
bert M. Lord, director of the budget, 
with the approval of President Cool- 
idge, has asked congress to grant a 
special appropriation of $82,600, to be 
made immediately available. 

Of the total appropriation recom- 
mended, $25,000 is to be allotted to the 
bureau of fisheries, and the remainder 
to the public health service. With this 
additional appropriation of $57,600, 
Surgeon General Cummings intendsto 
enlarge his force of inspecting omicialn.

NE of the most difficult measures 
anticipated by the American Au- 
tomobile association in the near 
future is that of safeguarding 

the motorist’s health in congested 
driving. The problem of the poison- 
ous exhaust is becoming more and 
more serious, and with the coming of 
vehicular tubes under large waterways, 
as well as the development of under- 
passes at prominent street intersec- 
tions, it is going to be a serious mat- 
ter to safeguard the people who do 
not want their health impaired. 

A problem of singular character is 
that being created by the growing use 
of the automobile. Thousands of peo- 
ple are riding more hours of the day 
than they walk. Teaching the motor- 


ist to walk safely will, therefore, be. 


part of an automobile club’s activities, 
according to Thomas P. Henry, presi- 
dent of the national body. 

“Prevention of misuse of safety fea- 
tures is just ahead,” he declares in a 
bulleton issued yesterday. “ People are 
finding greater safety in more power- 
ful brakes, gripping balloon tires, flex- 
ible motors, better body visibility, and 
many other safety devices, but they 
are not learning the importance of be- 
ing just as cautious as they were when 
these devices and improvements were 
not available.

“he danger in not continuing to be 
cautious even after having attached 
chains to the tires has been pointed 
out frequently, and it seems the new 
problem is to be something on this 
order, only on a far larger scale. 
“The gasoline tax is going to be 
come a serious problem before long. 


It is the easiest way yet devised for | 


taxing the motorist, and therein lies 
the danger. 

“The gas tax in most states will 
probably go to 6 cents a gallon or more 
unless it is vigorously checked. 

“Commercial and passenger high- 
way traffic and travel is a problem that 
will have to be met. The roads are 
not adapted to both types. One of the 
most difficult problems in motoring is 
to break down the old order of things. 
Passenger cars and trucks have always 
occupied the same highways. This 
fact will be the most annoying obstacle 
in the work of segregating the two.

“The motorist must be educated to 
demand better automobiles. ,The mat- 
ter of price is becoming uppermost 
in the minds of the majority of people, 
and it is a foregone conclusion that 
if manufacturers are forced to curtail 
quality in order to meet this demand 
motoring will be robbed of much prog- 
ress that would otherwise be possible.

i Saves Motor Dollars 


TIRES last almost twice as long 
and cost about half as much on 
the average as they did a decade 
. ago, according to figures’ received 
by the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. Statistics show that the 
average tire consumption for a car 
each year at the present time is 2.74. 
The average in 1915, a decade ago, was 
4.50 tires, or almost one for each 
wheel and a spare. Improved methods 
and the use of better materials in the 
manufacture cof tires and the improve- 
ments made on road beds are consid- 
ered to be the principal cause of this 
saving. 

That the reduction of the average 


number of tires used per car results 
in a tremendous saving for motorists is 
realized when it is considered that 
45,000,000 tires were produced last 
year, at an estimated wholesale value 
of -nearly $700,000,000.

200,000 Cars Stolen. 


During the last six years approx!- 
mately 200,000 automobiles were stolen 
in twenty-five of the principal cities of 
the United States, of which only about 
25 per cent were recovered. This 
means a money value of about $1,000,- 
000 a year. 

In an effort to fight this lawlessness 
a vigorous campaign against automo- 
bile thieves is one of the important 
features on the 1925 campaign sched- 
ule of the American Automobile asso- 
ciation, the program being to establish 
in each state a law adopting universal 
certificates of title for automobiles.

These 
should be kept just tight enough to 
prevent lost motion, but not tight 
enough to hinder their turning freely.

Ordinarily the front wheel bearings 
need tightenirg and adjusting about 
once a season. The wheels will seldom 
wabble of themselves. However, if 
the demountatle rims are not put on 
properly the tire cannot run true. This 
alsogpauses hard steering and wearing 
away of tires. 

Summed up the foregoing shows: 
Plenty of oil and grease, tight joints 
and proper alignment. If you can’t do 
this work yourself get your service 
station to do it for you. And then you 
won't be listed in the newspapers 
under the head of accidents.

Dangerous Practice. 
Despite the fact that there are strin- 


gent laws against the practice, there 
are some automobile drivers who still 
persist in passing street cars on the 
left when they are in a hurry. This 
has resulted in disaster so frequently 
that it has come to be known as “sui- 
cide turn,” a name which intimates 
the consequences.

Throw Out Clutch. 


Always throw out the clutch when 
rounding a sharp corner. It has a 
beneficial effect upon the tires. When- 
ever the car tends to skid, due to its 
defiection from the straight course, a 
cross strain is brought to bear on the 
tire treads, which is directly propor- 
tional to the weight of the vehicle and 
the radius of the curve and propor- 
tional to the square of its velocity. If 
the power is applied in rounding a 
curve, the tendency to rip off the tires 
is further aggravated by the back- 
ward drag due to traction. If the 
clutch is released, however, the fac- 
tor is eliminated and the strain is 
thereby reduced.

The more fat and flesh and the less 
milk the better. The farmer in close 
proximity to population centers com- 
monly finds a special dairy cow just 
what he is looking for.

How to Use. the 
Patterns 


AM sure it is a satisfaction to 
| women to make at least some of 

their clothes; for every one likes 

nice material, and it means one 
IMay have many more things. Pat: 
tern No. 2,118 is a pretty design for a 
porch or morning dress; and any of 
the wash materials are suitable from 
that old standby, percale, to’ the beau- 
tiful silk broadcloth. This last named 
_ material is being shown in the most‘ 
marvelous stripes—wonderful color 
combinations, too—and some of them 
look like old fashioned sticks of candy- 
Then, too, it comes in solid colors, and 
is ideal for house wear any time of 
year. In this pattern the back is cut 
in one piece, and the right and left 
fronts must be cut separately, as the 
right front is considerably wider than 
the left as it laps over. There is a 
chart that comes with the pattern, 
showing exactly how to lay each piece 
of the pattern on 36 inch material, and 
with as little waste of cloth as possible. 

The short kimono sleeves are seamed 
on the shoulders, and may be length- 
ened with cuffs. A patch pocket is 
put on both sides of the front, and a 
gash is made of the dress material, 
tying in a bow a little ,towards the 
front on the left side. 

If percale is chosen, a pretty finish 
for ali edges is ric rac braid. This is 
basted on the wrong side of the dress, 

so that the points on one side extend 
and show from the right side. It is 
generally stitched on twice—once 
exactly on the edge of the dress, and 
the second time enough in from the 
edge to catch all points. Of course, 
facings and hems are all finished before 
basting the braid on. 
—.- 

Pattern No, 2,251 seems an iaeahaate 
good design for a large figure. There 
are shoulder tucks which allow fullness 
over the bust, and the plaits at the left 
side of the skirt will give ample room 
to walk easily, and should not take 
away from the desired slender effect. 

The width at the bottom, for size 
36, is about 1% yards with ‘the plaits 
drawn out. The waist and skirt of 
this dress are cut separately and 
is cut with one back and ‘one front 
gore, and perforations on the front 
gore show exactly where and how to 
lay the Care must be taken 
joined. at a low waist line. The skirt 
in laying the pieces on the material 
to mark the plaits so they will come to 
the left side, and that the material 
will be right side out—in case there 
should be right and wrong sides.

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The sleeves may be made long or 
short—the short ones being finished 
with turned back cuffs—and the long 
ones finished to flare at the  wriste. 
The front of the waist ts crossed in 
surplice style, and the edges may be 
bound with a contrasting color and ma- 
terial, if desired, or simply faced. The 
vest would look well made of lace, or 
the dress material may be used in 
the same or a contrasting color. A pat- 
tern for a crushed girdle is provided, 
and this will be the best finish at the 
waist line. Perhaps you have an orna- 


-ment or buckle that will look well 


where the girdle fastens at the left 

side of the front. The chart shows 

how to lay the pieces for size 36 on a 

single thickness of 36 inch material

Pattern No. 2210 ts a one piece, slip- 
on dress. The neck is cut down in the 
front and then a slash is made for an 
opening and the slashed edges bound. 
A pretty collar finishes the neck and 
matching cuffs finish the long, one 
piece sleeves that are gathered at the 
wrist and set into a narrow band. 
There are slashes cut each side of the 
front at the waist line and thes® open- 
ings are bound the same as the one at 
the neck. Through them is slipped a 
sash that ties in the middle back in a 
bow with ends. In the front the sash 
doesn’t show, as it is slipped through 
and underneath the dress. This gives 
ag unbroken front line that so many 
women prefer. There are two inserted 
pockets, and that is all there is to the 
dress—and a smart looking and pretty 
dress it would be, made of a plaited or 
striped flanne! or kasha. 

There is. never a season of the year 
when one doesn’t occasionally need 
such a dress, and a good idea in using 
a material that is not washable is to 
finish the neck with a narrow facing 
on the wrong side and then make one 
or more sets of collars and cuffs of 
linen or any preferred material and 
set them into narrow bands so they 
can be basted in easily and quickly re- 
moved when laundering is necessary.

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‘LITTLE "JUVENILE CRIME IN PRANCE 


ment officials in Paris, and from 
my own observation, I am led to 
the reluctant admission that there is 
moré juvenile crime in America. Do 
they, as Lawrence Sterne observed, 
Manage these things better In France? 

The other day I had the opportunity 
of. visiting the Tribunal des Enfants 
in the old Palais de Justice, and of 
making some inquiries concerning the 
mature of the offenses for which 
French children are brought before 
the judge. 

It is a seene vastly different from 
those hectic ones I have witnessed in 
the courtroom and corridors of our 
Cook County Juvenile court, where 
youthful criminals keep judges, bail- 
iffs, and welfare workers busy. 

Where were the boy bandits and 
their “ queens” ? Where the powdered 
and paint smeared and tawdry littic 
followers of the primroge path? Where 
the young murderers “and boy and 
gir! burglars? 


Curiosity Seekers Banned. 


The corridors were comparatively 
free. Inside the courtroom everything 
was quiet. A group of women welfare 
workers sat on one side. A little girl 
about 10 years old, with a pink shawi 
about her shoulders, slim and delicate 
as a spring field flower, faced them. 
The bailiff said something, and she 
rose to tell her story to the judge. 
Hier high, small voice sounded like the 
piping of a bird in the stillness of this 
encient, dark paneled room. She was 
accused of petty larceny, it seemed—a 
small theft for which she was defend- 
ing herself moat vigorously. 

Every seat in the courtroom was 
filled @#hd we were standing at the 
back of the room. Since we looked too 
much like mere spectators, we were 

= told the court was full, and we had to 
go. It is interesting to know the chil- 
dren are protected in this way from 
morbid curiosity court fans 

Later in the day I had the pleasure 
of meeting M. Buzzo, the assistant 
~chief of the ministry of hygiene in the 

, department of the interior. 
, From cupboards in one of his dingy 
; but busy offices he had collected for 
me some statistics on juvenile crime 
which went to prove that petty lar- 
* eceny and idleness are the principal of- 
_ fenses. The number of these are com- 
paratively few. 
Encourage the Moth ler. 

“Why is it,” I asked, “that French 
children seem to behave better than 
ours?” 

With the true Frenchman's polite- 
ness, he hesitated, not wishing to criti- 

‘ cize the methods of the country from 
, which I came. Then he told me sume- 
* thing about French family life. Of the 
closeness of the ties betwen parents 
and their children, of how the laws of 
be esa are based on this, of the 
ot the family meeting known as 

yf thet de famille, and of how 

: French parents are firmly reminded 
. by the law that they must provide for 


* their children’s material welfare and t 


’ mot cast them out upon the streets. 
“France wants children, God 
knows,” he said, “ but she wants the 
right kind. See, I will show you how 
we encourage the mothers of France.” 
He took from his desk two letters. 
These, he told me, were applications 
for certificates and medals which 
France gives to mothers of large fam- 
ilies. 
“This woman,” he said, “ would or- 
' dinarily receive a gold medal. She has 
had ten children ef marriage, and is 
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apparently bringing them up fairly 
well. . Bat — unfortunately —she had 
three beforé her marriage, and she did 
not legitimatize them. She deserted 
them, and she does not know where 
they are. It is such neglected children 
who menace the welfare of a state. 
and France cannot encourage such a 
mother. I shall have to refuse her ap- 
plication. And, O, what a noise she 
will make!” 

Frenchwomen value these govern- 
ment certificates and medals of efficient 


motherhood as their choicest posses- 


sions. They are given to rich and poor; 
a bronze medal to the mother of five, 
silver for eight children, and gold for 
ten. The medals are formed in the 
shape of a star, and bear the design of 
a mother and babe. The certificates 
which accompany them are large and 
elaborate. They show the picture of a 
mother sitting at a sewing machine 
busily working at little garments. 
Three or four little beds, from which 
p touslied heads, are shown, and 
angel of the annunciation is enter- 
ing the door of the room. 


Criticize Our Sports. 
French parents and some of the 


lawyers and government officials be- 
lieve that too much attention is paid 
to the more brutal forms of sport in 
our American educational institutions. 
They see in this attention to athletics 
a brutalizing instinct, and look upon 
fencing, tennis, and certain winter 
sports as the only harmless forms of 
bodily exercise. Prize fighting as it is 
conducted in England and America is 


not looked upon with favor. They fail 
to see the value of training in the true 
principles of good sportsmanship, train- 
ing which we believe develops the 
moral fiber as well as the bodily mus- 
cles; teaches fair play, team work, and 
persistence—all of which are of vital 
importance in any business or career. 
They see only the football rush from 
which a boy occasionally limps off with 
a broken ankle or a bloody head— 


“brutalizing,”’ they call it. 


They do not take into account the | 
training that can make a boy plunge | 


into any fray, even though he knows 
he may. be hurt, for the sake of his 
honor and the honor of his school. 
Neither do they recognize the studied 
character of the play—the quickness 
of mind necessary in some of the fast 
signal plays. We can learn much from 
the French, no doubt, but we will not 
admit their stand on school athletics. 
And we do not lay to well conducted 
sports the blame for brutal crimes com- 
mitted by American youths. 

The French can point with pride to 
their lack of fuvenile crime cases, but 
our danger lies elsewhere than in the 
pursuit of athletics. Perhaps in our 
prosperity lies our worst danger. The 
French spirit of thrift and industry, en- 
couraged in every walk of life, among

-CECILE SOREL SAYS MYSTERVS THE THING | 


ARIS.—(Special Correspondence.] 
—Waiting for a first interview 
With Cecile Sorel is not an un- 
pleasant occupation, if one waits 
in the salon of her beautiful house | on 


tne Quai Vyltaire. 

trare is «ne perfect setting for this 
charming and witty ornament of the 
French stage. In a neighborhood full 
of historic interest, haunted by the 
shades of France's greatest men and 
women, Mme. Sorel has chosen to 
*’make her home at No, 7, across the 
street from the former home ef Vol- 
. talre, ; 

Outside her window flows the broad 
steel ribbon of the Seine, full of life 
and movement. From her little bal- 
eony Sorel can watch all Paris. Taxis 
flash by across the bridge, artists with 
pictures under their arms scurry dcewn 
the Rue des Saints Peres, the old book- 
seller on the quai chats with a pros- 
pective customer, the flower woma" re- 
arranges her wares, placing the violets 
in front of the white lilacs which are 
showing signs of wear. Motor busses 
crash by. Not a quiet retreat, Sorel’s, 
but beautiful and full of interest. 


Stage Sctting Perfect. 

The salon itself, which one reaches 
by way of a wonderful old broad wind- 
ing staircase has a tone of time about 
it which is like a whiff of potpourri. 
Beautiful soft, faded damasks, ancient 
velvets, and brocades cover the Louis 
Quatorze furniture and, lest it should 
be too somber, a trick of the Parisian 
actress to fling a gorgeous stage cos 
tume here and there is indulged in. On 
a chaise longue is a magnificent robe 
of cloth of pold, the folds so disposed 
as to show the violet shadows between 
them. Nearby is a splash of Chinese 
red and a bit of jade green. The room 
is so large that these colors do not of- 
fend, and the careful carelessness of 
it is charming. Was it not George 
Moore who said that a room is never 
completely surnished without a wom- 
an’s garment flung over a chair? 

But I was not there to study in- 
terior decoration. My mission was to 
extract some theories on exterior dec- 
oration from Madame Sorel, who is 
known as «xe most chic woman in 
Paris, as we'l as one of the greatest 
actresses of today. 

After a sufficiently interesting period 
of waiting—-zuspense is useful—the 
folding doors behind me were ftung 
back and a man servant ushered me 
into madame’s library, also a charming 
room, where a bright fire was blazing. 
I saw at once that Sore! understood 
the art of proper lighting and the be- 
comingness of shaded lamps. 

She was looking smart in an after- 
noon costume of tight black satin 
which showed the lines of a youthful 
figure to great advantage. The long 
tight sleeves of the gown showed her 
white hands only, superb in their ges- 
tures. She wore a small black hat on 
her fair hair, from which curled an 


',amazing long green plume down to her 


shoulders. Ropes of pearis completed 
the picture. . She sat gracefully and at 
ease, but there was no hint of lolling 
or lounging “hich spoils many another 
woman's posture. 


Putting the Question. 
“What is *he chief quality of at- 
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tractiveness in a woman?” was my 
first question. 

Sorel smiled. Her famous beautiful 
teeth are indced beautiful. 

“Charm, don't you think?” said she. 

“ Define it,’’ I dared’ her. 

She who has so much of this inde- 
finable quality hesitated only for a 
second. Then. “ Brains have a great 
dea] to do with it. But they must be 
of a special “wind: the kind that knows 
when and how to conceal themselves. 
The charm of a woman consists 
largely in mystery. She must not tell 
all, nor appear to know all. Mystery, 
that’s ‘it.”’ 

And Sorel smiled—mysteriously. 

She had jist returned from a tri- 
umphant visit to Constantinople, and 
was enthusiastic over the splendors of 
the east, the sultan’s palace which she 
visited, and .re old harem.

Baking Pancakes. 


This is the business This is the 
place where most cooks fail. fo have 
success, the griddle must be slowly 
and evenly heated and never get too 
hot. In old days the soapetone griddle 
was heated thoroughly ‘or two hours 
the day before it was to be used, and 
slowty for an hour on the day. A 
griddle may be kept .n such a place 
that it will nct require iLis but if 
brought out of storage it should have 
some such treatment. A half hour of 
slow heating is never tu» long for the 
preparaiion, unless it has been in con 
stant use, and more mav be required 

Then the cakes must ce baked rather 
slowly on the genuinely hot iron, be- 
cause if baked too fast they will be 
tough and uneven, whi's the cesirable 
thing is to have them tender. If a 
cake turns up at the edges as it cools, 
it is because it was starved on too hot 
an iron. 

There is skill in turning a pancake 
at the right minute to get the sides as 
alike as two peas. The rule is to turn 
when the edges only huve baked to 
firmness and the top ‘s stil] a batter 
filled with bubbles. It '« the only way 
to get the two sides alike, although it 
is harcer to turn a cake when the top 
is raw and unset than ‘ater. A part

TREATMENT OF WALLS. 

T is not often we pauee to refiect 

upon ‘the importance of the walls 

which inclose our rooms. Never: 

sjess, they are one of the prime 
aiioct which go to make cr mar many 
a tout ensemble. The gay. little preak- 
fast room, or the quiet, restful library, 
depends largely upon the treatment of 
walls for the production of essential 
atmosphere. 

Decoration of walls may be effected 
either by the application of coverings 
or by the addition of pictures or hang- 
ings. In a room where walls are of a 
neutral tone, draperies plain, and fur- 
nishings of a somber aspect, a reiief 
from drabness may be otrained by the 
introduction of a decorative panel 

This effect has been dealt with suc- 
cessfuly in the living room of a lovely 
modern home. Woodwork is putty col 
cred and walls papered in two toned 
ecru. Taupe mohair upholsters the 
furniture, and the window draperies 
are of dull leaf. green silk. Between a 
double, open doorway, which iteads 
from the reception hall, and another 
which opens into a sunroom, stands a 
console table on which is placea an 
amethyst Venetian glass bowl ‘filled 
with light yellow shell flowers. The 
wall panel behind this is papered ‘n a 
magically decorative, i rted paper, 
in an unusual floral pattern. This lit- 
tle touch of color and design gives 
character to the enti. . 

Across from the panel, on the other 
is another double 


The resulting effect is quite 
At first glance one is almost 


Chintz paper, so thoroughly char- 


acteristic of the colonial era, is de 
lightfully suited to the decoration. of 
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the young girls room. A dainty room 
which has just been completed has 
delicately flowered chintz paper and 
ivory woodwork. The furniture is 
brown mahogany, except for a loveiy 
wing chair which is upholstered in 
giazed chintz. On the four post bed 
is a tufted candlewick bed cover, the 
background old ivory with the design 
in soft rose. Taking their cue from 
the dominant color in the paper are 
the soft rose colored draperies; over 
ivory voile, at the windows. 

Quite different should be the treat- 
ment of walls in a room in. which 
highly colorful furnishings and harg- 
ings are used. Bright Japanese red 
furniture with trims of black graces 
an attractive sunroom. Panel curtains 


are of plain white China silk and dra- 
peries of conventionalized patterned 
ecretonne, in black, marbleized lino- 
leum, waxed and polished, and the 
woodwork is painted Japanese red. 
Making a contrastingly quiet pback- 
ground for this noisy little room are 
the rough plastered, light, French 
gray walis. 


Figured papers, taking their patterns 
from the fabric designs used in con- 


junction with various periods of furni- 
ture, may be used on the walls of 
period rooms. Jacobean — Jack-and- 
the-Beanstalk, a certain facetious 
dealer calls it—paper, in softly sub- 
dued colors, is used in wall panels in 
a dignified library, which is furnished 
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BUFFET SET IN LINEN. 


HE buffet set shown today is 
neither tedious to make nor do 
the materials cost much — two 
good reasons for making it; be- 


sides, it is most attractive. , 


This particular set is made of blue 
linen—one of the art linens, rather 
heavy than fine—and there are three 
pieces. The center piece is 15 inches 
equare, and the end pieces each meas- 
ure 8x12 inches. 


A thread should always be drawn to 
cut linen by, and.in cutting out these 
pieces allow an extra quarter ifich on 
all sides for the fringe. Make the 
fringe % inch long, and then measure 
% inch in from the fringed edge and 
draw out one thread of the linen:

Tio o iulith of the ott errant. bidek 
mercerized floss to the thread left be- 
tween the two drawn ones and pull it 
through gently so the linen thread 
won't break. Do this on all four sides 
of each of the three pieces, and make 
the black threads come to the edge of 


the lazydaisy stitch is used, in orange, 
with six, petals. The stitches are % 
inch in length, using dark brown 
French knots for the centers. The 
stems are green and are made about 
2% inches long— using the outline 
stitch. The leave’ are done in the lazy. 
daisy stitch. Above the black line at 
each corner are two upright green 
leaves, done in the same lazydaisy 
stitch. These are put in 2 inches from 
the corners and 1% inches apart. 

* In the lazydaisy stitch the petals are 
made by taking a loop taken like a

loose buttonhole stitch. The needle is 
brought up at the center of the flower 
from the wrong side, put in the ma- 
terial again as close as possible to the 
point where it came through first, and 
holding the looped thread under the 
thumb, take a long stitch underneath. 
bringing the needle out at the end of 
the petal. Draw the thread up to form 
the petal, and, still holding the loop 
down under the thumb, fasten it down 
with a short stitch, bringing the needle 
out again at the center of the fi---r 
to begin a new petal.

in that style. The smooth, evenly wid- 
ening design gives a sense of rhythm 
conducive ot peateful thoughts and 
happily uninterrupted reuding. 

Many persons are handicapped in 
choosing decorations for their walls by 
the fact that they are tenants whose 
landlords refuse to repaper, since the 
paper already in place is clean and in 
good condition. Still others, even 
though they do own their homes, some- 
times feel there are many things which 
they. need and waht .more than, sew 
wall paper. However, they would like 
té6 charge. the aspects of their rdécms. 
Coming. to the asistance of such as 
these is a-variety of different types of 
pictures and hangings. 

The space above the mantel! offers 
great possibilities for pleasing wal! 
Cecorations. “ Dominating * the living 
room in an eastern home is an open 
fireplace with an exquisite white mar- 
ble mantel. On the mantel shelf are 
placed antique brass candelabra and 
a heavy brass statuette. The wall 
space above is filled by a lovely old 
floral painting, paneled on to the wall 
by means of narrow wood molding. 
This arrangement, being directly ¢ppo- 
site the double doorway which .eads 
into the room, creates an impression 
of charm and dignity immediately 
upon one’s cntering the room. a 

Another room, a bedroom in the same 
house, which is furnished throughout 

colonial style, has a striking wal) 
decoration. The wall] paper is in a fine 
diaper pattern of gray and white, and 
the woodwork is painted French gray. 
Suspended jin the wall space behind the 
bed, which is placed sideways ‘to the 
wall, is a rare old. pieced quilt, hand 
made, in. a many colored star pattern: 
Decorative old quilts, which might 06 
too fragile to stand the wear and tear 
dernmanded of bed coverings, are ex- 
, centionally well suited :to.such use. 

In efubrooms the furniture is neces- 
sarily broken up into various groups, 
more or less exclusive in their attitude. 
While the atmosphere lacks the in- 
timacy of home arrangements, the 
nakedness of the room is often relieved 
by the sumptuousness of a single fabric 
wall piece. The one pictured in today’s 
illustration is of linen, embroidered: in 
silk apd wool, in mauve and* pale 
green, with touches of rose, blue, and 
gold. Draperies which draw together 
across the leaded windows are of heavy 
ecru linen. On the table the lamps 
have shades repeating the colors of the 
wall piece, ecru georgette over gold 
colored silk, edged with mauve and 
green ruching. 

Plain, natéral colored sand plastered 
walls, in a smart breakfast room, owe 
their note.of interest to a set of little 
reliefs. There are four of these, and 
they measure about 12x15 inches in 
size. They are carved in wood, and are 
complete in every detail, even to funny, 
tiny dishes inside their cupboard doors, 
and gay curtains at the wee windows. 
They are painted in bright colors, and 
are unusually decorative. These re 
liefs may be bought at a surprisingly 
low price. 

Mirrors are never to be forgotten as 
valuable accessories for wall garniture. 
There is a certain mysterious charm 
about a lovely mirror whigh cannot be 
equaled by any other embellishment.

This is a piece called “ The Dove,” frankig 
written by Willard Mack and beautifully staged by the 
old master of the theater such a play represents. 
“The Dove” is a bit lurid. In an early scene, during

The work which he will conduct here 
is known as “ Visions.”’ It is in six 
sections, one of which is called “‘ Inter- 
mezzo Ironico.”

The net effect of such teaching is 
to concentrate the attention of aspi- 
rants upon trivial externals, and to 
make them forget the short story’s 
interior substance. They manage after 
a time, perhaps, to turn out salable 
fodder for the news stand magazines, 
but they never get any nearer to writ- 
ing self-respecting literature than they 
were when they began; only too often, 
indeed, they are completely diverted 
from that goal by their instructions. 
The result is gross damage to the 
American short story—an art form 
congenial to the American tempera- 
ment, and one that ‘we should intelli- 
gently cultivate. The popular maga- 
zines are filled every month with hun- 
dreds of stories, and not one in a 
thousand is worth reading. :

What is primarily needed, in order 
to write short stories of any dignity, 
is not a thimble rigging technic, but 
a capacity for accurate and original 
observation. The best short story 
writer, like the best novelist, is that 
one who observes the life about him 
with the greatest clarity and shrewd- 
ness, and sets it forth in the simplest 
and most understandable way. The 
materials of fiction are not to be got 
out of books, but out of life itself. 
Prose fiction, at its best, is always 
primarily representative; it is inter- 
pretative only as a sort of after- 
thought, and at its peril, The best 
short stories in the world teach noth- 
ing and preach nothing; they do not 
expostulate, and neither do they 
mourn; they simply set forth what has 
been seen and felt. 


The good ones differ from the bad 


ones by the fact that they show an 
immensely superior plausibility—that 
the transactions they set forth appear 
to be real, and the emotions flowing 
out of them genuine. A capital. ex- 
ample is afforded by Joseph Conrad’s 
“Youth,” perhaps the me short, 
story in the English language. There 
is absolutely no trace in it of the rules 
laid down by the professors of short 
story writing. It cannot be analyzed 
by their formule, just as many a 
ringing sentence cannot be parsed. 
But it embodies almost perfectly the 
basic principles that I have mentioned,

The indomitability of youth—this is 
what Conrad is trying to set forth. 
Every incident is bent to his purpose; 
there is not a word.that does not help. 
Nor is there a single instant when 
th® illusion fails. The boy is abso- 
lutely and overwhelmingly real; he is 
the boy that every man has been; he 
is every boy. When he passes from 
the scene at last, he is as vividly real 
as if he had been sitting in the room, 
telling his story himself—more, he is 
almost as real as he must have been 
to those who helped him live it. 


* 


Conrad did not prepare himself for 
writing fiction by sending $50 to some 
quack and then laboriously trying to 
learn to write like O. Henry. He pre- 
pared himself by stuffing his head with 
observations of this gaudy and inordi- 
nate world—by using his eyes sharply 
as he trafficked up and down its high- 
ways, by storing up memories of its 
higher fauna—above all, by seeing 
and remembering what escaped his 
fellow men. Many another sailor man 
traveled the same track and many 
another spun yarns afterward. But 
Conrad brought back a cargo of fresh 
and singular impressions, for he was 
a singular and extraordinary man. 
His superiority as a writer of stories 
was a function of his superiority as 
an observer of human beings. He 
saw what was hidden from the gen- 


eral, and so he wrote what was new 
and fascinating to the general. 


The mere business of writing, I be-! 
lieve, seldom gives much concern to. 
first rate writers. They know no 
more about the rules of style laid 
down by schoolmarms than they know 
about the rules of fiction laid down by . 
other and worse schoolmarms. They. 
are more interested in the thing they | 
are describing than they are in the’ 
words with which they describe it, 


and so they write naturally, which is 
to say simply, which is to say well. 
Conrad, when he began to write, 
felt himself so insecure in the English 
language that he actually thought of | 
turning to French—like English, | 


acquired tongue. To the end of his 
days he did much of his thinking in 
his native Polish; there are Polish 
turns of phrase in all of his books. 
But he had all the English that was 
really necessary. He could make him- 
self understood, and that was enough. 
The stories that he had to tell were 
so colossal that they would have car- 
ried him over far worse errors than 
he ever made—even over split infin- 
itives, mixed cases, and all the hor- 
rors of the schoolmarm. For in such 
a story as “ Youth” there is such pro- 
found observation, such a deep and 
moving understanding of the soul of 
man, that it would remain a great 
and beautiful. thing even if it were 
told in the prattle of a child of 6 or 
the dreadful bombast of a professor of | 
the short story.

Radio Editors Help Out. 

These are the qualifications of the 
ideal as evolved by the radio voice 
technique committee which has been 
laboring for weeks in New York. The 
committee was composed of a number 
of wise radio experts supplements by 
the radio editors of the east. 
It would seem from comments made 
by various members of the committee 
that perfect codrdination between mind 
and vocal muscles is greatly to be de- 
sired in any radio announcer, and ab- 
solutely essential to the ideal impre- 
sario of the air. “ Vowel elongation 
is very bad” is one terse comment. 
Provincialisms are not objectionable in 
certain cases, but the majority seem to 
fee] that provincialisms from only one 
part of the country—the south—are de- 
sirable. ‘“ Foreign dialects are entirely 
out of place” is another brief state- 
ment. 

“ Nasal tone quality and harsh tone 
quality are unsuitable because the ef- 
fect is unpleasantly amplified In the 
majority of loud speakers ” would indi- 
cate that the loud speaker has sup- 
planted the ear phone in the American 
home and’is a considerable factor in 
any judgment on radio announcing 
technique. “ Neurotic mannerisms and 
lapses are particularly distressing ” is 
the unanimous opinion of the entire 
committee. 


Needs Only Personality. 


The committee explains further that 
‘this ideal radio announcer lacks one 
most vital factor, which they are un- 
able to give him; namely, personality. 
The committee presents the ideal radio 
announcer to the entire announcing 
profession as a technically correct and 
perfect being; but to the individua: an- 
nouncers it must remain to imbue him 
with the spark of personality. It is 
the earnest hope of the committee that 
radio announcers throughout the coun- 
try will be able to utilize findings to 
advantage, eliminating those technical 
faults which are at present detracting 
from their “ radio personalities.”

Our mu- 
seum has not yet achieved its grvat- 
et destiny, but our opera company 
has outstripped its contemporaries and 
rivals, and is facile princeps. It 
should be cherished and supported as 
one of our finest assets. To those who 
say we do not give new operas ur a 
sufficient variety, I would point out 
the fact that in European centers of 
opera there are not more than one or 
two different operas given a season; 
that opera fans in Paris, Milan, Na- 
ples, Vienna, and Berlin expect to near 
the same piece over and over again. 
Also that, as a matter of fact, no good 
new operas are being written. 

Perhaps if we took our opera as 
these genuinely musical folk do we 
would get more pleasure out of it and 
not evoke such moving, passionate ap- 
peals for mercy as appeared in the 
W. G. N. In a psychically unfortunate 
moment. 

If boxholders would regard their 
boxes as possessions really to be en- 
joyed, not treated as social duties in 
which each week a dinner party must 
be sat after being dined and wined, 
where, no matter how beset with 
weariness, every one must sit through 
the whole evening; if they would bs 
contented to occupy them without a 
full quota of guests; if they would sit 
only just long enough to get the cream 
of the opera; if in engaging their boxes 
they would let their minds dwell on 
the civic side of the act and regard 
it as one of. their contributions to Chi- 
cago’s culture, a sort of act of “‘noblesse 
oblige,” the operation of engaging or 
renewing boxes would be less painful.

Making It a Pleasure. 

Any one who can afford to renew a 
box subscription and omits to do so 
will, I really believe, when he or she 
comes face to face with that relentless 
judge of our conduct that lives deep 
down in the inner consciousness of each 
one of us, suffer that eroding sense 
of shame and regret which, in the long 
run, is much more difficult to endure 
than any disapprobation that comes 
from outside of us. The latter is dis- 


' agreeable, but if the one on whom it is 


meted thinks it undeserved, it is en. 
durable, while the other becomes, in 
time, an eating sore. : 

Therefore, O ye opera supporters, 
take your opera as a joy. Go to it 
for one or two acts, if you don’t want 
more; take one or two friends, if you 
don’t feel gregarious; don’t feel 
obliged to feed up your party, but pick 
up its members on the way down to 
the Auditorium. Treat it all as one 
cago to be enjoyed without strain and 
without seriousness. Make it real and 
not an affectation. 

If you don’t like the way it’s run 
inquire into the whys and wherefores, 
and if, with some inkling of the sub- 
ject—which most of the carping critics 
lack now—you still find cause for dis- 
satisfaction, then go to the disinter- 
ested, public spirited, devoted men who 
are running it and explain your point 
of view. But don’t “chuck it all” 
without going carefully into the sub- 
ject.

It is a question how far mental 
twists are responsible for genius. Do 
men a little unbalamced make our art 
for us? Is every variation from the 
normal in representing the human 
form a sign of degeneracy? Are there 
artist ‘morons, artists who delight in 
abasing the human form,and abusing 
it?. And do they seriously think this 
abasing and abusing of the physical 
properties of their subjects is an ex- 
pansion and an elevation of genius? 
Or are they trying to bamboozle an 
unsuspecting, afraid to be ridiculed 
public? 

Whenever a new sculptor or a new 
pafnter, widely advertised and ably 
press agented, makes an appearance 
for the first time and his work proves 
to be exaggerated in various respects, 
we wonder.

Alexander Archipenke is the new 
sculptor exhibiting at present at the 
Arts club. That he is able to draw and 
paint and model in an acceptable and 
beautiful manner illustrated by his 
own showing. He has one painting 
“Head,” as gracious and serene and 
dignified as any ‘fine, wistful Madonna 
that the ages have conserved to us. 
But his other paintings are atrocious. 
They vie with each other in malforma- 
tion of the female nude. 

His drawings present evidence that 
he can draw, draw reasonably and 
well. There is some excellent model- 
ing in the figures, but that excellence 
is lost in the exaggeration of curves 
to which it leads. The broken arcs of 
hips, breast, arms, thighs, each fea- 
ture in turn, is swollen and inflated 
to billowing, cushiony rounds. 

When you come to Archipenko’s 
sculpture—and it is as a sculptor that 
he wishes to be considered—the volup- 
tuousness is gone. The lower limbs 
are drawn out to extreme elongation, 
the bust is slim, the heads are thin, 
narrow, oriental, with provocative sug- 
gested features. One bust affirms his 
real status as an artist—-the bust por- 
trait of Mme. Archipenko. For the 
the rest, there are several that are ex- 
quisite. The “ Woman Reclining” is 
a lovely thing. Several torsos are ex- 
quisite in their lines and graceful pro- 
portions. I am thinking particularly 
of the “‘ White Torso ” and the “Gray 
Torso.” 
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But for each exception there are at 
least five exaggerations. In that fact 
the sting of the serpent is felt. Must 
we accept the exaggerations as mani- 
festations of a normal outlook or of a 
diseased point of view? Should we en- 
courage or discourage such art?
